HiGuwaY ROBBERY, 


The Fexas Robbers and the Express 
Compapny—The Latter Deter mined 
to Capture end Punish the 
Higtwa)y men. 

Memphis Appeal. 


Highway robbers are making things 
lively in Texas. Their daring deeds 
and exploits bear comparison with 
those of Jack Sheppe:d, Dick Turpin 
and other noted hig!:waymen in their 
palmiest days. ‘irains have been 
stopped and the express and mail cars 
plundered some haif dozen times with 
in the past four weeks. The last of 
these daring deeds occurred on Tbhurs~ 
day, at Eagle Ford,a station on the 
Texas and Pacific railroad, about six, 
miles from Dallas. At this point an 
armed gang, about a dozen in number, 
mounted the train, a portion ot 
whom, with pointed pistols, 
took charge of the express mes« 
senger, mail agent and railroad em- 
ployees, while the balance leisurely 
devoted themsely:s to plundering the 
express safe and mail bags, and when 
they had secured everything of value, 
they quietly drove off in a westerly 
direction. After the second train rob- 
bery over there, about three weeks 
ugo, the rovernor, railroad and express 
officials jointly organized a large force 
for the purpose of hunting down the 
robbers, and in addition offered a re- 
ward of nine thousand dollars for their 
capture and convic ion. But the un- 
terrified highwaymen are still at large, 
and seem to be pursuing their villain- 
ous career wi') increased energy. As the 
postofiice d+ partment is not liable for 
the loss of any money, valuable pack- 
ages or registered letters sent through 
the mails, a great many poor people 
will no doubt be made sufferers by 
these robberies. The express company, 
of couree, is liable for all losses, and 
those who remitted through that chan- 
nel ere all right. We understand that 
the express company has lost im- 
mensely by these series of robberies in 
Texas. Still, every loss wes promptly 
made good on presentation of receipt. 
M. J. O’Brien, general superintend- 
ent oi the Southern and Texas express 
companies, was in the city during the 
past week, and on receipt of dispatches 
announcing the robbery at Eagie Ford, 
he immediately left for Texas, with the 
deter.nination to adopt such measur:g 
as will bring about the capture of there 
daring highwaymen, regardless of the 
cost and trouble incident theretc, 
Some years ago train and express 
robberies were as frequent in 
this section of country as 
they are now ip Texas; snd their in 
frequency, or rather entire cessation of 
late years,is owing to the effective 
measures which the officers of the 
Southern express company took in 
hunting down and bringing robbers to 
justice.

CALIFURNIA |CROPS. 


Unusually :Favorable Reports from 
all Parts of the State.

It is pointed out here 
that the government cannot accept an 
invitation to formulate counter pro- 
posals, in consequence of their view 
that the question must be settled by 
the powers jointly. In Vienna, where 
only a telegraphic summary has been 
received, the most serious deduction is 
that the hope heretofore held out from 
St. Petersburg of a rerewal of the con- 
ference negotiations is not confirmed 
by Prince Gortscbakoff’s circular, 
which says nothing about accepting 
tngland’s condition for going to.a con- 
gress. Without some such concession 
on the part of Russia, no step can be 
taken toward a peac ful settlement. 
The suddenness with which the 
circular was telegraphed to London 
during the debate on the address to tlie 
queen, excites remark. The special 
edition of the Times containing it was 
issued about 8 o’clock Tuesday night. 
Sir William Vernon Harcourt and Mr. 
Leonard Henry Courtney, liberals, dis- 
tributed the papers in the house of 
commons. The textof thecircular was 
published in the original French. The 
inference is that the circular was spe- 
cially framed with a view of influercing 
public opinion here, and hurried into 
the hands of the members of parlia- 
meut in the hope of effecting a vote on 
the address.

In advocating teriff 
reform, he showed that one thoussnd 
articles now taxed only yield a revenue 
of $300,000. It costs five per cen‘ to 
collect the reyenue under the prevent 
complex tariff laws. Mr. Wood thinks 
that under the proposed bill it will oaly 
cost three per cent. He then went on 
to appeal to different classes to support 
the bill, showing how every article the 
farmer, mechanic and others wee is 
heavily taxed, and added that a!most 
the sod ontbe grave pays its pari of 
the burden. He noticed the fact ‘that 
objections to his bill came from two 
classes —first, those who said it would 
decrease the revenue ; and 
second, those who deciars it 
will injure American manvfacturers, 
The views of both these he deemed en- 
titled to consideration, and he pro- 
ceeded to meet their objections. His 
tariff bill, he claimed, will raise $140,~ 
000,000 as against $128 000,000, the av- 


CTage iatowd emnnaliy under the prese 
ent tariff. He said then we haye +0, 


000,000 surplus, aud this will enabie us 
to reduce the tax on internal revenue 
subjeets $20,000,000, and on imports 
$20,000,000. He oontended that the 
manufacturers of wool, cotton, silk, 
iron, &c., will be more benefitted by 
the advantage they will derive from 
having foreign countries opened to 
their products than they can be hurt 
by the reduction of the tariff on the 
articles they manufacture. 

Mr. Wood’s plan involves a suspen- 
sion of the sinking fund for five years, 
and a joint 1esolution will be pressed 
to that effect. As $241.489168 has 
been paid into that fund in excess of 
the requirements of the law, ws do 
not see why temporary relief sliould 
not be granted in that way. The sus- 
pension of the sinking fund means the 
suspension of nearly thirty-five mil 
lion in annual taxes. 

The general debate on the bill will 
beclosed inabout a week, and then 
the numerous details will be 
discussed in the custemary 
way in five minute speeches, 
clause by clause. There will be plenty 
of opportunity for criticism while that 
is going on, and we will endeay»r to 
keep our readers well informed as to 
all subjects of home interest.

THE SIXTHEANTH AMENDMENT. 


By a bare m2jority the house com- 
roittee on the electoral count have re~ 
ported a plan fur the counting of the 
votes. We give in another column the 
full text of ihe proposed amendment, 
more because of the importance of the 
yeneral subject than of the particular 
plan. Ths committees of the house 
and senate will probably hold a con- 
ference soon, and it is to be hoped that 
the joint product will be more accept» 
able than that of the house committee. 

The conference will have before 
them a variety of propositions; for 
there are at least nine echemes that 
have elicited more or less favorable 
comment: 

1, Election by adirect vote of the people, 
withoui regard to state linesor electoral col» 
legee; & plurality vote to elect the candidate for 
prestdeat or vice-president receiving it. 

2. Election by electoral votes, the states to be 
assigne:| a number as at present and those 
votes to be divided in each state among the 
candidates exactly as each is entitled on the 
basis of his proportionate vote. 

3. Ali assignmentof the electorial votes in 
each siate to each candidate, in proportion to 
his vote in such state; no candidate to receive 
one electoral vote uniess be hes received half 
of the electoral ratio, to be found by dividing the 
whole number off vutes cast by the number of 
electors to which the state is entitled; no frac- 
tions of a vote to be given, andany candidate 
having more than half an electoral ratio, 
to receive au additional vote to that to which 
he is otherwise entitled. 

4. Tsvo electoral votes at large in each state to 
be assigneu w «- —~4idate receiving the plu» 
ality vote in such estate; the remaining vor uv. 
votes to be assigned proraia to each candidate. 

5. The electoral votes at large to be assigned 
as under the fourth proposition ; the remaining 
yotes {2 be cast in the congressional districts, 
each district being entitled to one electoral vote, 
to be given to the plurality candidate. 

6. A division of each state into as many elec- 
toral districts as the state has electors,s plurality 
vote in each district to elect. 

7, The cumulative vote. This gives ‘each 
voter as many yotes as the state has electors, 
which he can concentrate as he chooses. The 
electors to the number to whjch the state is 
entitled, to be the candidates receiving the 
highest number of votes. With a little change 
this plan can be so adapted as to dispense with 
‘the necessity of electors. 

8. The limited vote plan, which would restrict 
each yoter to cast his ballot for a portion of the 
electoral candidates, or uf the total electoral 
vote. 

9 The present system. 

It would be almost impossible, and 
doubtless unprofitable to enumerate 
the schemes that have not met with 
any considerable degree of popular en- 
dorsement. They are almost as nu- 
merous as the ficancial plans that have 
been pushed upon the people, and 
about as erratic and unsound. 

The chief objection to the first six of 
the mentioned schemes, and in fact to 
all of them but the last one, is that 
they look, not so much to the pre- 
vention of frauds -in and. dis- 
putes oyer the counting of the vote, 
as to radical changes in the manner 
of casting the vote. We do not so 
much want a change in the method of 
electing a president as in the method 
of ascertaining the result of the elec- 
tion. All desire an amendment that 
will satisfactorily settle anv disputed 
question that may arise, but all do not 
desirs a change in the manne of cast- 
ing the vote. It is the counting out, 
and not the counting in, that needs at- 
tention. 

Tha bill that bears the endorsement 
of the house committee is open to a 
similar objection. It provides for a 
sweepirg change that will not be en.~ 
dorsed by the conservatism of the 
couniry. It does not provide a remedy 
against fraud, which ali desire. It is,
